TERMS  OF  SALE:  CASH  with  order,  or  25%  cash  with  order  and  the  balance 
before  shipment  is  made,  or  we  will  send  the  balance  due,  C.  O.  D.  We  prepay  all 
retail  or  prepaid  items  listed,  but  only  in  the  U.  S.  A.  To  foreign  countries,  postage 
must  be  added  for  all  glads  listed  at  less  than  10c  each  for  large  bulbs.  On  higher 
priced  bulbs  we  prepay. 

HOW  TO  SHIP:  In  very  cold  weather  it  is  best  to  ship  by  express  as  the  Express 
Company  has  coverage  against  loss  by  freezing,  while  Parcel  Post  will  not  insure 
against  loss  by  freezing.*  As  a  rule  in  more  moderate  weather  we  ship  by  Parcel 
Post.  For  that  reason,  it  is  a  good  plan  to  leave  Parcel  Post  shipments  wait  until 
about  March  1,  when  it  is  quite  safev  to  ship  to  most  sections. 

DISCOUNTS:  We  do  a  cash  before  delivery  business,  and  our  discounts  are 
figured  in  the  items  themselves,  as  you  will  likely  find  by  making  some  comparisons. 
However,  we  do  give  EXTRA  COUNT  on  orders,  as  many  others  do  on  Prepaid  or 
Retail  Orders.  This  will  likely  average  around  ten  per  cent.  This  is  for  glads  listed 
under  name  in  Prepaid  List.  There  is  no  such  extra  count  offered  in  collections. 
However,  it  is  possible  there  will  be  some  extra  count  and  in  some  instances  depend¬ 
ing  on  size  of  order  and  the  list  prices  of  varieties  you  may  find  we  have  added  much 
more  than  10%  in  extra  count,  size  or  value.  Wholesale  prices  are  not  subject  to 
this  extra  count  as  they  are  offered  at  lower  net  prices.  However,  there  will  be 
some  overcount  on  all  our  glad  listings.  Where  we  cannot  give  this  overcount  equal 
on  all  varieties,  we  will  add  enough  extra  of  some  items  to  make  up  the  extra 
value  offered.

BULB  GRADES:  Above  we  give  the  six  (6)  standard  sizes  of  glad  bulbs  and  at 
extreme  right  a  bulblet  is  shown.  LARGE  BULBS  are  composed  of  the  two  larger 
sizes  shown,  or  No.  1-2  assorted;  MEDIUM  BULBS  are  No.  3-4,  and  SMALL  BULBS 
are  the  No.  5-6  size  above. 

STZE  OF  BULBS  WE  OFFER  AT  RETAIL  are  Large  bulbs  1%"  and  up; 
Medium  bulbs  are  %"  to  lxA" ,  and  small  bulbs  are  less  than  in  diameter,  they 
average  around  one-half  inch,  but  even  this  size,  while  flowering  much  later  than 
large  bulbs,  do  produce  an  abundance  of  smaller  spikes  with  very  nice  bloom  that  can 
be  used  for  many  decorative  purposes  and  these  small  bulbs  grow  into  the  larger 
flowering  bulbs  to  be  used  the  next  season.  Large  bulbs  of  any  variety,  flower  first, 
and  it  takes  medium  bulbs  of  the  same  variety,  perhaps  10  days  longer  to  flower 
than  the  large  bulbs.  Both  large  and  medium  bulbs  give  fine  blooms.  I  think  we 
sell  more  medium  than  any  other  size  for  cut  flower  growing,  and  sometimes  a 
spike  from  a  No.  3  will  be  as  good  or  better  than  from  a  No.  1,  depending  of  course, 
on  many  factors. 

ERRORS:  No  doubt  all  places  of  business  make  some  errors.  If  you  discover 
we  have  made  an  error,  please  let  us  know  about  it  and  we  will  do  all  we  can  to 
make  a  proper  adjustment.  We  do  not  have  many  complaints,  but  we  know  there 
may  be  instances  where  the  customer  just  overlooks  the  matter.

SYMBOLS  USED.  (***)  (**)  (*) 

Most  varieties  listed  may  be  used  for  some  cut  flower  or  other  decorative  pur¬ 
pose,  however  there  are  a  number  of  varieties,  due'  to  their  colors  or  other  qualities, 
make  them  more  desirable  for  specialized  cut  flower  purposes,  so  we  have  graded  all 
these  varieties  into  the  classification  to  which  we  think  they  belong,  when  grown  for 
cut  flower  purposes  of  a  commercial  nature.  For  roadside  stands,  some  that  graded 
lowest  as  commercials  may  sell  better  than  those  that  grade  highest,  all  depending  on 
what  your  retail  customer  wants.  However,  if  you  sell  directly  to  florists,  it  is  well 
to  use  the  varieties  marked  as  most  desirable  for  this  purpose,  following  each  variety 
name  or  directly  under  the  variety.  We  will  use  asterisks  as  follows:  Three  asterisks 
after  a  variety  name  will  indicate  the  most  outstanding  Commercial  as  PICARDY.*** 
Two  asterisks, — example,  AFLAME.**  Good  for  commercial  use  but  not  so  desirable 
as  the  first  selection,  and  one  asterisk, — example,  MOROCCO.*  Varieties  so  marked, 
may  produce  as  fine  spikes  as  any  others,  and  due  to  color  or  other  qualities,  are  not 
so  desirable  for  commercial  cut  flower  growing,  but  among  these  will  be  found  some 
real  exhibition  quality  when  well  grown.  For  example  OUR  SELECTION.* — It  often 
opens  8-10  or  more,  but  its  color  is  not  so  desirable  for  regular  cut  flower  produc¬ 
tion,  however  with  roadside  stands  and  direct  to  consumer  trade,  perhaps  many  of 
these  will  sell  as  well  if  not  better  than  the  higher  rated  glads.

Tartar  Emetic — A  New  Spray  For  Gladiolus  Thrip 

From  Florists  Review,  November  24,  1938,  we  quote  the  formula  given  by 
(Watson)  University  of  Florida.  His  formula  was  4  pounds  of  Tartar  Emetic,  16 
pounds  of  brown  sugar  to  100  gallons  of  water. 

For  small  quantity  this  will  require  approximately  2  ounces  of  Tartar  Emetic, 
one-half  pound  sugar  and  3  gallons  of  water,  mixed  and  dissolved  together.  Apply 
when  foliage  is  dry,  with  any  sprayer  that  will  produce  a  mist  like  spray,  with 
some  pressure.  This  as  I  understand  it,  is  considered  far  superior  to  many  former 
sprays  used  for  glads.

BRIEFS  ON  GLAD  CULTURE 


Glads  require  plenty  of  sunlight  and  well  drained  soils.  The  under  drainage 
should  be  good.  If  a  piece  of  land  stays  very  wet  a  long  time  after  a  heavy  rain,  its 
under  drainage  is  not  up  to  par.  Glads  require  soils  slightly  acid,  perhaps  about 
ph.  6.5.  Most  soils  with  good  drainage  and  proper  feeding  will  grow  nice  flowers, 
but  sandy  and  light  soils  grow  better  looking  bulbs.  If  you  have  the  land  available, 
it  is  best  to  use  the  same  soil  about  once  in  three  to  four  years  in  rotation  with 
other  crops.  When  planted  in  rows  like  you  do  potatoes,  plant  large  bulbs  about 
4  to  5  inches  deep  and  medium  about  the  same,  smaller  bulbs  may  be  planted  a 
little  more  shallow,  perhaps  3  to  4  inches  and  if  you  plant  bulblets,  sow  them  in 
drills  as  you  would  garden  peas,  plaht  as  early  as  soil  can  be  made  ready  as  they 
take  much  longer  to  germinate  and  a  little  extra  watering  to  start  them  will  give 
much  better  results.  Bulblets  can  be  planted  about  two  inches  deep.  In  quite 
heavy  soils  you  can  plant  a  little  more  shallow.  For  spraying,  storing,  dipping,  etc., 
read  our  article  on  thrip.  Soils  may  be  built  up  from  year  to  year  by  plowing  under 
well  rotted  manure  each  season.  When  we  plant  we  mix  well  with  the  soil  some 
good  garden  fertilizer  like  5-10-5  acid,  often  called  truck  grower.  Additional 
feeding  often  will  assist  in  getting  finer  blooms.  We  prefer  some  liquid  form  of 
fertilizer  like  manure  water  made  from  old  well  rotted  cattle  manure  or  some  reli¬ 
able  liquid  fertilizer  that  can  be  mixed  with  the  water  and  then  the  water  poured 
around  your  plants  until  it  soaks  to  the  roots.  If  you  only  pour  on  a  little,  it  may 
not  reach  down  to  the  roots,  so  be  sure  the  roots  get  wet  from  the  application.  One 
such  watering  a  week  should  be  ample.  Read  all  the  articles  we  have  in  this 
catalog,  as  they  all  will  assist,  to  help  you  grow  better  glads.

MUTANTS  OR  SPORTS 


Plant  mutations  are  commonly  called  sports.  They  seem  to  be  more 
prevalent  in  some  varieties  of  a  species  than  in  others  of  the  same 
species.  For  instance,  among  the  gladiolus,  some  of  our  leading  com¬ 
mercial  glads  have  produced  many  color  sports  and  are  likely  to  continue 
to  produce  such  sports  every  year  as  they  are  inclined  this  way.  Many 
varieties  produce  sports  very  frequently,  among  them  Aflame,  Minuet, 
Picardy  and  perhaps  scores  of  others.  One  variety  we  have  grown  a  very 
long  time,  in  fact  from  the  time  it  was  listed  at  about  $25.00  per  bulblet  (is  Mr.  W.  H. 
Phipps),  in  all  our  large  production  of  this  variety  and  in  all  the  years  we  have 
grown  it,  we  have  never  found  a  very  distinct  color  sport  or  change  in  color.  On 
the  other  hand  the  variety  Paul  Pfitzer  has  in  past  years  produced  so  many  different 
color  changes  each  year  that  we  discarded  the  variety. 

In  my  personal  opinion  I  think  a  vast  number  of  sports  are  pulled  out  and 
thrown  away  each  year  as  simply  stray  plants  of  some  other  variety,  accidentally 
mixed  with  the  stock,  as  you  will  find  in  large  commercial  plantings  and  often  in 
small  ones,  that  glads  that  are  cut  to  be  shipped  or  sold  to  florists  are  cut  in  the 
bud,  or  before  first  flower  opens,  and  if  the  person  is  in  a  hurry  as  is  often  the  case, 
the  plant  is  likely  pulled  out  as  a  stray  plant,  if  the  buds  are  of  a  different  color  or 
shade,  and  it  does  take  considerable  expert  discrimination  to  detect  a  sport  in  the 
bud,  before  flower  opens,  and  a  radical  change  of  color  makes  a  variety  look  so 
different  that  even  when  in  flower,  the  plant  may  be  regarded  as  some  other  variety 
mixed  with  the  stock.  We  use  the  term  “color  sport”  to  distinguish  it  from  sports 
that  produce  plant  changes  other  than  color  alone,  we  have  found  that  the  color 
sport,  where  only  the  color  has  changed  to  be  the  most  common  of  such  mutations, 
so  we  will  confine  this  discussion  solely  to  where  just  color  alone  changes,  and  the 
plant  remains  the  same  in  all  other  qualities,  if  you  label  such  a  plant  that  has 
changed  its  color  to  some  degree,  and  plant  it  under  label  separately  the  next  season, 
it  may  continue  to  remain  true  to  the  new  color  change,  but  in  many  instances,  you 
will  find  it  back  to  its  original  color,  as  many  of  these  changes  of  color,  even  very 
radical  color  changes  only  remain  so  for  one  season  and  then  return  to  the  original 
coloring,  if  such  a  color  change  stays  the  same  for  two  or  three  years,  then  as  a 
rule,  you  will  find  it  established  in  its  new  color,  as  it  is  the  product  of  a  variety 
whose  nature  seems  to  be  to  produce  color  changes  each  year,  such  named  sports, 


from  Aflame,  Picardy,  Minuet,  Marmora  and  many  others,  will  go  on  and  produce 
new  sports  of  their  own,  as  we  have  found,  and  they  will  also  produce  a  few  plants 
of  the  original  variety,  and  no  matter  how  well  you  “true  up”  your  stock,  you  can¬ 
not  prevent  these  color  changes  insofar  as  I  know.  So  if  you  are  a  beginner,  and 
you  find  a  different  variety  mixed  with  your  stock,  it  does  not  prove  that  the  grower 
sold  you  mixed  stock.  You  must  first  determine  what  variety  the  plant  is  to  be 
absolutely  sure  where  the  fault  lies.  Remember  “color  changes”  for  both  one  season, 
and  those  that  become  permanently  established  are  much  more  common  than  has 
been  thought  possible.  We  only  find  the  truth  of  this  by  going  to  the  trouble  of 
labeling  and  growing  separately  all  such  color  changes.  When  we  do  this  a  long 
time  in  our  case  nearly  twenty  years,  you  can  also  piove  something  about  the  natui  e 

of  color  changes. 
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GLADIOLUS  THRIP  AND  CONTROL  MEASURES 


Thrip  in  their  adult  stage  are  flying  insects.  They  are  very  small, 
and  for  that  reason  are  likely  carried  great  distances  by  high  winds,  as 
are  many  other  very  small  insects.  In  my  personal  opinion,  I  think  one 
of  the  most  prolific  sources  of  distribution  is  by  the  cut  flower  method. 
Cut  glads  are  now  shipped  and  re-shipped  about  12  months  in  the  year, 
with  the  industry  so  large  in  the  southern  states,  there  is  almost  a  con¬ 
tinuous  movement  of  cut  flowers  and  I  think  it  can  readily  be  proven 
that  many  cut  flower  spikes  of  buds  or  bloom  can  harbor  many  adult 
thrip  without  much,  if  any,  damage  showing  on  buds  or  bloom,  to  the  casual  ob¬ 
server.  You  can  take  many  such  blooms  and  strike  them  quite  a  sharp  blow  and 
adult  thrip  will  fall  off  the  flowers.  Such  flowers  may  be  given  to  our  near  neighbors. 
They  may  purchase  them  grown  near  or  far,  or  they  may  be  placed  in  local  ceme¬ 
teries.  As  soon  as  the  spike  dries  up,  it  is  concluded  that  Mr.  Thrip  will  look  for 
a  new  home  and  this  may  be  your  gladiolus  patch,  large  or  small.  For  this  reason, 
even  where  you  plant  100%  clean  bulbs  you  may  very  easily  secure  some  outside 
infestation  each  growing  season. 


The  Bureau  of  Entomology.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 
have  stated  that  thrip  (glad)  do  not  overwinter  outside  where  the  winters  are  cold 
enough,  so  that  soil  is  frozen  for  some  time,  however  it  is  possible  for  thrip  to 
overwinter  on  your  bulbs,  and  if  your  storage  temperature  is  above  50  F.  in  winter, 
the  thrip  will  feed  on  bulbs,  causing  a  brownish,  rough  appearance  on  flesh  of  bulb, 
referred  to  as  “russeting.”  However,  a  similar  appearance  is  sometimes  caused  by 
action  of  chemical  substances  like  ammonia,  etc.,  from  hen  manure.  So,  it  requires 
some  real  discrimination  to  be  sure  it  is  damage  from  thrip  and  if  it  is,  you  should 
have  no  trouble  locating  thrip  or  their  larvae,  underneath  the  “husk”  of  your  bulbs. 
The  same  is  true  when  your  plants  are  infested  in  your  garden.  There  are  certain 
indications  of  their  activity.  The  plants  are  likely  to  have  a  “rust  like”  appear¬ 
ance  near  the  leaf  joints  as  well  as  near  the  soil  level  and  the  green  foliage  is  likely 
to  look  streaked  before  the  bud  spike  appears.  On  such  plants  as  are  infested,  you 
will  find  the  thrip  in  the  leaf  joints,  after  the  buds  form,  most  of  the  thrip  on  such 
a  plant,  will  concentrate  under  the  bud  sheath  of  the  buds,  not  an  easy  place  to 
reach  with  a  spray.  By  removing  all  infested  spikes  from  infested  host  plants  in  all 
light  infestations,  we  get  most  of  the  thrip  on  such  plants,  as  they  have  largely  con¬ 
centrated  in  bud  spike,  burn  or  destroy  such  spikes  and  you  will  do  much  to  main¬ 
tain  a  high  degree  of  control.  Weekly  spraying  or  more  often  if  required,  with 
some  good  spray  material  will  do  much  to  keep  plants  protected  from  thrip  develop¬ 
ment.  Start  the  spraying  when  glads  are  three  to  four  inches  high.  We  have  not 
had  to  resort  to  general  field  spraying  for  the  past  8  years  due  to  proper  control 
measures  used. 


THRIP  DAMAGE:  In  very  light  infestations  thrip  may  go  almost  unnoticed  by 
the  average  person,  as  there  is  such  a  small  amount  of  the  “feeding  larvae”  the 
adults  move  about  quite  rapidly,  while  the  larvae  are  concentrated  where  they  hatch, 
and  feed,  so  those  places  show  distinct  results  of  their  activity.  In  very  warm 
climates  or  in  so  called  “hot  spells”  in  the  north,  where  temperatures  often  hover 
near  85-90,  night  and  day  for  weeks,  the  conditions  become  ideal  for  the  rapid 
increase  of  thrip.  Even  from  moderate  infestations,  the  general  rule  seems  that  with 
very  light  infestations,  in  moderate  northern  summers,  thrip  may  not  cause  enough 
damage  to  require  spraying.  We  are  told  that  the  complete  life  cycle  of  gladiolus 
thrip  is  less  than  6  0  days,  and  that  thrip  eggs  held  for  6  0  days  in  cold  storage 
would  not  incubate  as  thrip  do  not  feed,  hatch  or  develop  at  storage  temperatures 
below  5  0  F.  It  has  been  concluded  that  a  storage  about  4  5  F.  maintained  for  60 
days  or  more  of  the  coldest  part  of  the  winter,  should  do  much  to  assist  us  in  con¬ 
trol  measures.  Using  a  highly  recommended  dip,  like  Corrosive  Sublimate,  1  oz.  of 
C.  S.  to  about  7  gallons  of  water  and  bulbs  submerged  in  this  for  twelve  hours, 
should  produce  the  highest  possible  control  results.  Use  such  solution  twice,  then 
discard  and  make  a  new  batch.  The  C.  S.  dissolves  slowly  in  cold  water  by  using 
hot  water  to  dissolve  and  adding  enough  extra  cold  water  to  make  1  oz.  to  7  gal¬ 
lons  of  water,  we  have  a  satisfactory  double  purpose  dip,  as  this  has  been  used  for 
years  in  scab  control  measures.  Bulbs  may  be  permitted  to  dry  off  or  may  be 
planted  wet,  right  from  the  dipping  material.  Do  not  use  metal  in  contact  with  the 
C.  S.  solution.  Where  your  storage  rooms  are  warm  or  above  5  0  F.  for  much  of  the 
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time,  you  can  use  naphthalene  flakes  to  good  advantage.  It  is  best  to  use  this 
material  in  early  part  of  winter,  before  bulbs  have  a  tendency  to  sprout.  Small 
quantities  of  bulbs  may  be  placed  in  paper  bags  or  boxes  and  naphthalene  added  at 
the  rate  of  one  ounce  to  about  100  bulbs.  Tie  up,  or  seal  bags  and  boxes  with 
paper  tape  and  keep  in  a  room  above  6  0  P.  for  several  weeks,  then  remove  the 
naphthalene  and  store  bulbs  in  regular  storage  rooms.  Even  one  single  gladiolus 
plant  in  some  neighboring  garden  that  is  infested  with  thrip  and  no  control 
measures  used,  may  result  in  a  migration  of  quite  a  number  of  thrip  to  your  gar¬ 
den,  so  it  is  a  good  plan  when  dipping  your  own  bulbs  to  offer  to  dip  small  lots  of 
neighbors  bulbs  at  the  same  time  to  remove  the  risk  of  chance  infestation.  We 
know  that  dust  from  the  so-called  dust  bowl  of  the*  west  can  be  carried  over  several 
states  by  the  air  currents  and  no  doubt  insects  as  small  as  thrip  are  carried  great 
distances.  In  fact,  I  think  this  has  been  proven  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 


LIST  OF  BEST  GLADS 


Perhaps  there  have  been  as  many 
lists  of  “Best  Glads”  as  there  are  grow¬ 
ers  of  glads,  and  perhaps  no  two  lists  are 
just  alike,  and  yet  each  grower  may  be 
honest  and  sincere.  While  this  may  be 
a  puzzle  to  many  persons,  it  is  quite  easy 
to  explain.  A  grower  who  lives  in  your 
own  state  or  even  in  your  own  town  may 
have  vastly  different  results  with  any  one 
variety,  in  any  one  year.  I  have  had 
long  experience  with  glads  in  a  commer¬ 
cial  way  and  I  know  that  there  are  many 
things  that  influence  results.  I  will  men¬ 
tion  just  a  few  briefly  and  tell  you  why 
I  am  not  rating  by  my  own  rating  plan 
I  advocated  a  few  years  ago,  which  I 
still  consider  the  most  practical  for  giving 
each  variety  a  fair  chance,  but  this  plan 
requires  so  much  of  the  individual’s  free 
time  that  it  is  not  likely  to  be  workable 
for  that  reason. 

Here  in  western  New  York  even  many 
small  farms  have  a  very  wide  variety 
of  distinctly  different  types  and  kinds  of 
soils  and  experience  teaches  us  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  these  various  soils.  While  glads 
will  grow  and  give  nice  average  results  in 
soils  that  may  be  very  unsatisfactory  for 
many  other  plants  the  fact  remains  if 
you  want  very  outstanding  results  you 
must  give  to  each  variety  the  require¬ 
ments  to  produce  the  variety  at  its  best, 
and  these  requirements  cover  soils,  cli¬ 
matic  conditions,  air,  drainage,  seasonal 
conditions  unknown  toxic  conditions  in 
any  spot  of  soil,  sub-soils,  which  are  slow, 

Giant  Bloom  REWI  FALLU  fast  or  moderate  in  under  drainage,  and 

proper  feeding,  an  important  factor. 
I  have  in  mind  one  of  the  newer  glads,  well  advertised  at  present,  which  has 
been  quite  high  priced.  We  grew  this  for  three  years  on  a  very  sandy  soil,  on  which 
many  other  well  known  glads  gave  fine  bloom.  However,  this  new  variety  I  men¬ 
tion,  did  not  seem  impressive  to  me,  in  comparison  with  others  in  the  same  soil 
conditions.  This  past  season  we  grew  this  variety,  all  size  bulbs,  on  a  fairly  heavy 
loam  soil  and  under  growing  conditions  not  as  favorable  and  we  got  a  real  surprise. 
I  could  hardly  believe  the  variety  so  outstanding  on  this  more  heavy  soil,  under 
less  favorable  growing  conditions,  yet  results  prove  what  can  be  done.  Our  ferti¬ 
lizing  methods  were  the  same,  in  past  years  we  have  told  our  customers  about  this 
fact.  We  have  advised  them  to  grow  the  variety  Mrs.  F.  C.  HORNBERGER  in 
fairly  good  loam  soils  and  plant  to  flower  in  September  in  latitude  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.

A  map  of  our  location  is  shown  on  this  page.  We  are  located  about  mid-way  between 
Armor  and  Hamburg,  N.  Y.  This  year  we  have  added  a  small  guide  map  'nj  the  upper  left 
hand  corner  to  make  it  more  convenient  to  see  at  a  glance  just  where  to  find  us.  e  ave 
used  the  letter  X  to  indicate  houses  or  homes  and  our  place  is  located  with  two  letters-— XX. 
We  are  located  about  200  feet  from  the  corner  of1  Clark  Street  (Armor  Road)  and  McKinley 
Parkway.  Route  No.  20-A  crosses  McKinley  Parkway  about  2^  miles  from  this  comer  and  as 
you  will  note  on  small  guide  map,  the  Erie  County  or  Hamburg  Fair  Grounds  is  within  view  of 
where  we  are  located.  Hamburg  is  nearly  one  mile  to  the  west  of  us.  To  the  east  of  us  is  a 
deeply  wooded  ravine  and  beyond  that  Armor.  We  are  located  about  15  miles  from  Buffalo, 
about  3  miles  from  Lake  Erie,  12  miles  from  East  Aurora  and  about  40  miles  frona  Niagara 
Falls,  N.  Y.  NOTE:  Ravine,  lower  right  corner  on  guide  map,  placed  at  an  angle.  This  indi¬ 
cates  a  ravine  and  not  a  street.
